"If  attendance  at  Giants  games  at  Candlestick  Park  totals  12.5 
million  or  more  over  the  five  years  of  the  lease  term,  the 
Giants  shall,   at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,   pay  to  the  City  rent 
equal  to  twenty-five  percent  of  the  ticket   revenue,  calculated 
on  the  average  ticket  price  of  the  cumulative  ticket  sales,  on 
all  tickets  in  excess  of  12.5  million  sold  during  the  five  year 
period,   to  the  extent  that  the  Giants  have  a  cumulative  positive 
net  cash  flow  during  such  period,   up  to  the  amount  of 
concessions  provided  to  the  Giants  by  the  City  under   the  Fourth 
Amendment  to  Stadium  Lease  and  the  related  contractual 
amendments  approved  by  the  City  concurrently  with  that  Fourth 
Amendment.     Cumulative  net  cash  flow  means  the  gross  cash 
revenues  received  by  the  Giants  during  the  five  year  period  less 
that  cash  expenditures   (operating  expenses,    interest  and 
principal  payments  on  loans,    and  other  capital  payments  or 
expenditures)  during  said  five  year  period.

The  Giants  agree  that 
commencing  on  or  before  April  1,    1993  and  continuing  through  the 
term  of  this  Stadium  Lease,   Domestic  Partners  of  Giants 
employees  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  health  benefits  on  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  as  provided  to  other  spouses  of  Giants 
employees,   provided  that  if,   after  using  good  faith  efforts,  the 
Giants  are  unable  to  obtain  agreement  by  one  or  more  providers 
of  health  services  to  Giants*   employees  to  so  extend  health 
coverage  to  Domestic  Partners,   the  Giants  shall  not  be  deemed  in 
breach  of  this  covenant  of  this  Stadium  Lease  as  long  as  the 
Giants  provide  Domestic  Partners  of  their  employees  the  option 
for  membership  in  one  or  more  health  plans  on  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  as  provided  to  other  spouses  of  Giants  employees. 
The  Giants  shall  use  good  faith  efforts  to  have  entities  that 
provide  the  Giants  goods  or  services  under  contract  to  the 
Giants  agree  in  those  contracts  that  the  contractor  will  provide 
Domestic  Partners  of  its  employees  health  benefits  on  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  as  provided  to  other  spouses  of  its 
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employees.     As  used  in  this  paragraph  ,   two  persons  shall  be 

deemed  "Domestic  Partners"   if  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

(1)  both  persons  share  the  same  principal  place  of  residence; 

(2)  both  persons  share  the  same  basic  living  expenses,  are 
financially  interdependent  and  are  jointly  responsible  for  each 
other's  common  welfare;    (3)   the  persons  are  not  related  to  each 
other  in  a  way  that  would  bar  marriage  in  California;    (4)  the 
persons  considered  each  other  as  live  partners;   and  (5)  neither 
person  has  had  a  different  Domestic  Partner   in  the  six  months 
preceding  the  date  in  which  they  first  apply  for  eligibility  for 
health  benefits  under  a  plan  made  available  in  satisfaction  of 
the  requirements  of  this  paragraph   ." 

Amend  Stadium  Lease  by  adding  new  paragraph  that  reads  as 
foil ows : 

"Local  Hiring  Opportunities.     The  Giants  shall  use  good  faith 
efforts  to  hire  San  Francisco  residents  as  employees  in  all 
positions  other  than  baseball  player   and  team  management 
positions  as  well  as  use  good  faith  efforts  to  have  entities 
that  provide  the  Giants  goods  or  services  under  contract  to  the 
Giants  to  agree  in  those  contracts  to  use  similar  good  faith 
efforts  to  hire  San  Francisco  residents  in  the  performance  of 
those  contracts . " 

Amend  Stadium  Lease  by  adding  new  paragraph  that  reads  as 
foil ows : 

"Community  Participation.     The  Giants   recognize  the  importance 
of   fostering  good  relations  with  the  community  and  improving 
employment  opportunities  for  San  Franciscans,   especially  those 
who   live  in  disadvantaged  communities.     Accordingly,    the  Giants 
agree  to  the  following: 

a.  The  Giants  agree  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  provide 
employment  information  and  opportunities  to  economically 
disadvantaged  youths  residing  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,   and  particularly  in  the  Bayview  -  Hunters  Point, 
Western  Addition,  Mission  and  other  economically  disadvantaged 
communities.     To  that  end  Giants  agree  that  they  will  meet  with 
executives  of  Harry  M.   Stevens  in  an  attempt  to  work  out  a  plan 
whereby  the  Giants  and  Harry  M.   Stevens  will  work  together  to 
provide  the  employment  opportunities  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph . 

b.  The  Giants  agree  to  participate  in  and  contribute 
financially  to  an  employer  partnership  with  the  proposed  Pilot 
Year  Round  Disadvantaged  High  Risk  Youth  Employment  Program  to 
develop  meaningful  employment  opportunities  both  in  and  around 
the  Giants  and  the  Stadium  and  throughout  the  City. 
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c.  The  Giants   recognize  the   importance  of   identifying  and 
developing  young,   academic  and  executive  talent  among  the 
economically  disadvantaged  youth  of  our  community.     Giants  agree 
to  create,   possibly  through  the  Giants'    already  existing  Giants 
Fund,   a  minority  student  internship  program.     The  goal  of  this 
program  would  be  to  develop  a  pool  of  economically  disadvantaged 
youth  interested  in  and  committed  to  learning  the  ways   in  which 

a  professional  baseball  franchise  and  business  operates. 

d.  The  Giants  agree  to  set-aside  not  more  than  250  seats  on  at 
least  four  occasions  per  year  dedicated  for  fund-raising 
purposes  to  non-profit  community  programs  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.     The  games  selected  and  the  seats  set-aside 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  San  Francisco  Giants  Community  Advisory 
Committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Giants.     The  Giants  will 
administer  this  program  in  conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco 
Giants  Community  Advisory  Committee  and  will  exercise  reasonable 
efforts  to  promote  and  advertise  this  program. 

e.  The  Giants  agree  to  form  a  Community  Advisory  Committee 
consisting  of  thirteen  members,    representing  each  of   the  nine 
Bay  Area  counties,   and  including  four  additional  members 
selected  from  a   list  of  nominees  forwarded  to  the  Giants  by  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors.     Said  Committee  will 
include,   but  not  be  limited  to,    residents  representing  the 
diverse  neighborhoods  and  ethnic  groups   in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.     It  shall  be  the  function  of  this  Committee  to 
advise  the  Giants  of  their  implementation  of  their  obligations 
under  this  agreement  and  to  further  advise  the  Giants  on  steps 
they  may  take  to  enhance  the  quality  of   life  of   all  citizens  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  particular  emphasis 
upon  disadvantaged  minority  youth. 

f.  The  Giants  shall,   at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year,    issue  a 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  specifying  how  they  have 
complied  with  each  of  the  lease  obligations  detailed  in  sections 
one  through  five  above. 

Proposed  revision  to  Fourth  Amendment  to  Stadium  Lease  as 
fol lows: 

Paragraph  9  of  the  lease,    including  all  subparagraphs,  is 
deleted  in  its  entirety  and  replaced  with  the  following  new 
Paragraph  9: 

"9.     Rent :      (a)  The  Tenant  shall  pay  as  rental  to  the  Landlord 
for  each  year  hereunder  the  sum  of  one  dollar   ($1.00).  Rent 
shall  be  paid  in  advance  on  February  1  of  each  year, 
(b)   It  is  agreed  that  each  calendar  year  the  Giants  shall  make 
available  to  charitable  organizations,    religious  organizations, 
youth  programs,   senior  citizen  programs,  educational 
institutions,   and,   subject  to  mutual  agreement  by  the  Giants  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  City,   other  organizations  and  individuals, 
complimentary  tickets  whose  face  value  in  the  aggregate  equals 
or  exceeds  $3,100,000   (Three  Million  One  Hundred  Thousand 
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Dollars).     The  Mayor  shall  recommend  to  the  Giants  organizations 
and  entities  that  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  these  tickets. 
The  Giants  shall  select  those  organizations  and  entities  that 
shall  receive  the  tickets  from  among  the  lists  presented  by  the 
Mayor  and  from  other  organizations  and  entities  that  apply  for 
the  tickets.     The  Giants  shall  give  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  a 
monthly  report  that  details  the  distribution  of  the  tickets 
through  the  end  of  the  preceding  month.     The  tickets  shall  be 
reserved  seats  located  in  upper  reserved  stands.     The  Giants,  in 
consultation  with  the  Mayor,   shall  develop  a  distribution  plan 
for  these  tickets.     The  plan  shall  include  provisions  for 
publicizing  the  availability  of  the  tickets  and  how  to  apply  for 
them.     The  Giants  will  prepare  an  application  form  for  the 
tickets  that  will  be  available  no  later  than  April  1  of  each 
year.     The  Giants  shall  notify  recipients  reasonably  in  advance 
of  a  game  of  the  tickets  that  will  be  available  to  that 
recipient.     The  Giants  may  require  recipients  of  unused  tickets 
either  to  return  the  tickets  to  the  Giants  or  to  destroy  them. 
The  tickets  will  be  printed  with  a  face  value  amount,    but  if 
marked  by  the  Giants  as  complimentary  tickets  for  use  in 
satisfaction  of  the  Giants'   obligations  under  this  paragraph, 
the  tickets  will  be  deemed  to  be  of  no  value  for  the  purposes  of 
calculating  the  Giants'   obligations,    if   any,    to  pay  rent  or 
taxes  to  the  City. 

c.     It  is  also  agreed  that  each  calendar  year  the  Giants  will 
give  the  Commission  7,000  complimentary  tickets  to  be  used  by 
children,   youth  and  seniors  who  are   involved  in  Department 
programs.     Such  complimentary  tickets  provided  to  the  Commission 
will  be  in  the  upper   reserved  sections.     The  games  and  locations 
of  these  7,000  tickets  will  be  mutually  agreed  between  the 
General  Manager  and  Giants.     In  addition,    it   is  further  agreed 
that  a  reasonable  number  of  complimentary  tickets,   not  to  exceed 
twenty-four  tickets  per  game,  will  be  provided  to  the  City  on 
request . " 

Paragraph  14  of  the  Lease  is  deleted  in  its  entirety  and 
replaced  with  the  following: 

"14.     Utilities  Services:     The  Tenant  shall  pay  for  all 
utilities  furnished  to  the  Stadium  for  use  by  the  Tenant,  except 
that  Tenant  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  to  or  for  the  account 
of  Landlord  the  cost  of  the  following  utility  services:  natural 
gas,   electricity,   sewer  and  water.     The  replacement  of  all 
playing  field  light  bulbs  shall  be  made  by  the  Landlord  without 
charge  to  the  Tenant.     The  Landlord  at  its  expense  shall  replace 
all  or  such  part  of  the  playing  field  light  standards  as  may  be 
or  become  necessary  for  the  proper  lighting  of  the  playing  field 
and  the  Stadium,   but  if  new  and  different   light  standards,  other 
than  such  replacement  standards,   should  be  desired  by  the 
Tenant,   the  same  may  be  installed  by  the  Tenant  at  its  expense 
upon  receipt  of  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Commission. 
The  Tenant  shall  be  responsible  to  pay  to  the  City  the  City's 
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actual  cost  of  providing  that  number  of  uniformed  City  police 
officers  as  are  requested  by  the  Giants  and  approved  by  the  City 
for  patrolling   in  the  Stadium,   up  to  and   including  the  Stadium 
admission  gates,    to  maintain  law  and  order  during  and 
immediately  prior  and  subsequent  to  each  exhibition  of  a 
baseball  game  by  Tenant.     Those  uniformed  police  officers  shall 
be  admitted  by  Tenant  without  charge.     Landlord  shall  provide 
police  services  at  its  expense  to  maintain  law  and  order   and  to 
provide  for  traffic  control  within  the  demised  premises  outside 
of  the  Stadium  and  in  the  area  around  and  about  the  demised 
premi  ses . " 

A  new  paragraph  is  added  to  the  Stadium  Lease  as  follows: 

"Non-Discrimination,     The  Giants  shall  not,    in  the  operation  and 
use  of  the  Premises,   discriminate  against  any  person  or  group  of 
persons  solely  because  of  race,   color,   creed,    national  origin, 
ancestry,   age,   sex,    sexual  orientation,   disability  or  acquired 
immune  deficiency  syndrome  (AIDS)   or  AIDS  related  condition 
(ARC) .     The  provisions  of  Chapters   12B  and  12C  of   the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code,    relating  to  nondiscrimination  by 
tenants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a  part  hereof  as 
though  fully  set  forth  herein.     The  Giants  agree  to  comply  with 
all  of  the  provisions  of  those  Chapters  12B  and  12C  that  apply 
to  tenants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco." 

A  new  paragraph  is  added  to  the  Stadium  Lease  as  follows: 

"Minority  and  Women  Business  Contracting.     The  Giants  shall  use 
good  faith  efforts  to  award  contracts  for  the  provision  of  goods 
or  services  to  the  Giants  to  business  enterprises  owned  by 
minorities  or  women,   particularly  those  enterprises  certified  as 
"disadvantaged"  by  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission. 
The  Giants  shall  consult  with  the  Director  of  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  to  develop  a  plan  for  implementing  the  requirements 

of  this  Paragraph           and  shall  provide  the  Director  of  the  Human 

Rights  Commission  annual  reports  on  the  Giants  efforts  to  award 
contracts  to  such  business  enterprises." 

Amendment  of  the  whole  entitled,   "Ordinance  approving  a  lease 
amendment  entered  into  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and 
the  San  Francisco  Giants,  which  reduces  the  City's  revenue  from 
the  agreement  by  approximately  $925,000  per  year   (amount  will 
vary  with  attendance)   through  the  year  1997  and  assigns  the 
right  to  further  revenues   in  the  amount  of  approximately 
$440,000  per  year  from  the  agreement  to  furnish  scoreboard  to 
the  Giants  during  the  term  of  the  lease.     The  City  further 
assumes  the  obligations  for  utilities  and  maintenance  of  the 
playing  field  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $250,000  per  season; 
and  adding  provision  requiring  the  San  Francisco  Giants  to 
provide  complimentary  tickets  and  specifying  effective  date." 
adopted .
